Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne  * 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and  extend 
* Beaver  Avenue  in  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  County  of  Allen  and  State  of 
Indiana,  from  Broadway  to  Home  Avenue.  Said  opening  and  extending  to 
be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  sufficient 
tracts  and  parcels  of  land  described  as  follows: 

Commencing  at  the  ITorth-east  corner  of  Lot  Number  1 Pelts  Amended 
Addition;  thence  Vfest  fourty  (^0)  feet;  thence  south  parallel  with  the 
East  line  of  Felt^XcfcCitron  across  Lots  Numbers  1,  2,  3,  4,  £ and  8 
Pelts  Amended  Addition  to  the  North  line  of  Home  Avenue;  thence  east 
fourty  (40)  feet;  thence  North  to  the  North-east  corner  of  Lot  Number 
1 Pelts  Amended  Addition. 

All.  of  the  above  described  lots  and  tracts  of  land  being  situated 
in  the  North  East  Section  Township  30*  North  Range,  12  East. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  opening  and  extending  of 
Beaver  Avenue  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by 
the  Opening  and  Extending  of  Beaver  Avenue  as  above  described  is  de- 
scribed as  all  lots  or  parcels  of  land  not  occupied  by  streets  or  al- 
leys abutting  on  Broadway  between  Creighton  Avenue  and  Savilla,  Avenue;

Beaver  Avenue  and  Indiana  Avenue  produced  North  and  South  from  Savilla 
Avenue  to  Rudisill  Avenue,  North  of  Rudisill  Avenue  and  East  of  a line 
that  is  three  hundred  feet  West  of  Beaver  Avenue  produced  North  and 
South  from  Rudisill  Avenue  to  Broadway  and  East  of  Broadway  and  South 
of  Savilla  Avenue.
